OST rational men believe in arbitration, but 
Mi there are many questions which cannot 
be arbitrated and must be settled in the 
last resort by force. Wars have always occur~- 
red and if we are to judgé by the past and by 
the present, they will continue to occur whenever 
questions of great importance arise affecting se- 
Sously the expansion of a nation either physically 
or commercially; for many of these questions are 
of such vital interest to the peoples concerned 
that they cannot afford to submit them to ar- 
bitration. 7 

If a country is well prepared to maintain its 
pesition in the world, to resent insult and pre- 
Vent encroachment, war (because of its cost and 
dangers) will not be forced upon it except as 
a last resort and under great provocation. The 
best possible preverttive of war—and we are all 
anxious to prevent it—is preparation for it. 

Among the strongest influences producing war 
are rapid commercial and territorial growth and 
wealth, combined with unpreparedness, The his- 
tory of the world is but an illustration of the 
truth of the principle that nations, if they wish 
te Iive and have peace, must accompany their 
territorial and commercial growth by a proper 
and adequate military development; that is te 
say, a development of preparedness to hold what 
they have and to resist aggression. Those na- 
tions have disappeared which have devoted them- 
eclves to commercialism, permitted their people 
to forget their responsibilities as citizens In time 
of war, neglected to see that they are trained to 
discharge this most important duty of the aiti- 
zen, permitted {t to be transferred to mercenaries 
ot have depended upon the friendly offices ef 
other people. Such will surely be the fate of 
any nation unmindful of the teaching of the past 
end the certainty of complications and struggles 
in the future 

Let us, by all means, be just and temperate 
and willing to settle questions with our neighbors 
by arbitration. if possible, but remember that we 
have not only the right but the obligation to 
maintain what we belleve to be just and vital 
to the interests of our people and the interests 
of those who are under our control and pro- 
tection.

UROPE has had the most peaceful period in

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COWLESS DAIRY PRODUOTS. 

Of experiments looking to the production of 
artificial milk, those reported from the great 
dafry State of Wisconsin are the most interesting. 
German chemists are said to have solved the prob- 
lem, but what they have done seems to be to 
produce from soy beans a white paste to be made 
fluid by dilution with water. The Wisconsin ex- 
perimenters’ cowless milk is said to be made just 
as the heifer makes it and from the same raw 
material—from forage, particularly from hay. 

Less successful was the similar attempt made 
nearly seventy years ago at the famous Brook 
Farm communistic colony in Massachusetts. ‘It 
was felt that a young calf they had to bring up 
could assert no such valid title to the farm’s lim- 
ited supply of cow milk as the hungry colonists 
themselves. A strong decoction which they called; 
hay tea was accordingly made as a substitute for 
milk. They believed that the active principle of 
the hay was presented in a more Soluble as well 
as a more colorful form tn the tea than in milk. 

Unfortunately, the apportionment of genuine 
milk to the colonists and artificial milk to the 
calf did not cause the calf to thrive. In fact, it 
died on it. Deficient assimilative powers in the 
calf, rather than error in the colonists’ chemical 
processes, probably explain it. Nevertheless, it is 
recorded that no less a person than George Rip- 
ley, the “arch punster” who headed the colony, 
wore an: air of ill-concealed guilt during the de- 
cline and fall of the calf-raising theory. 

The price of rattlemnale potson has been in- 
creased from $2 to $5 an ounce, but the price of 
the poison commonly supposed to act as an anti- 
dote to snake-bite and mistakenly assumed to be 
an alleviator of human sorrow “remains at 15 
cents a dose.

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UNIFIED TERMINALS NOT MONOP.| 
OLIES.

Different trusts must be dealt with 
in différent ways, says Attorney-Gen- 
eral- Wickersham, in a review of. the 
fesults of recent prosecutions under the 
Sherman taw, written by him for the 
New York Sun; and he illustrates this 


Terminal Association of St. Louis. This 
association unifies and controls practi- 
cally every terminal facility by which 
the traffic of St. Louis is served. In 
the suit brought by the Government for 
the dissolution of the association, how- 
ever, the Supreme Court decided that 
the combination should be permitted 
to continue. The peculiar topographi- 
ca] ognditions of the city, in the opinion 
of the Court, makes the unification of 
facilities essential for the public con- 
venience, and in many udicial opinions, 
a great public convenience, and in many 
judicial opinions a great public con- 
venience and a public, necessity are held 
to be convertible terms. 

As a condition to the continuance of 
the association, however, the Court ex- 
acted from it an agreement to act as 
the Impartial agent of every line which 
might be obliged to use its facilities. 
This ia In fact the only effective pre- 
ventive of the. inurious monopolization 
of terminals. It is not unification of 
the facilities at railroad and port ter- 
minais that produces injurious monop- 
oly, but the reservation of the same for 
geome part of the traffic and the exclu- 
sion of other traffic from the use there- 
of. Unification is the first step toward 
demonopolization. This is recognized 
by ali harbor officials to be the sine 
qua non of port organization. The 
topographical conditions at St. Louis 
are repeated in every city that has a 
water front. The next imperative re- 
quirement after unification is accessi- 
bility to all with partiality to none, 

Of course, a unified terminal system 
had better be public property under the 
gontrol, if not the management, of the 
public authorities. But it a public sys- 
tem be nonexistent and a privately 
owned system is available, must the 
latter be destroyed, to the great dis- 
advantage of traffic and in obedience to 
a literal interpretation of the law against 
combinations? This decision is another 
application of the “rule of reason” to the 
Sherman act; and no public interest will 
suffer thereby, for terminal associations 
are common ¢éarriers and their charges 
and practices are subject-te publie reg- 
ulation.

Whether the weeks in front of us are 
leading up to a European war I would 
no dare prophesy, but I will say that f 
the diplomatic mobilization at the pre3- 
ent, cenference does not fail and war 
bursts on Europe, it will,,I am sure, be 
the last war.

TRENTON, N..J.; Dee. ,21.— William 
J. Bryan made the pilgrimage to Tren- 
ton today to confer with President-elect 
Woodrow Wilson. If the Nebraskan 
came here expecting to be offered the 
premiership in the new administration, 
he left the statehouse a disappointed 
man. His name, according to the state- 
ment made by Gov. Wilson, was not 
even mentioned in the conference as a 
cabinet possibility. But, the smile on 
Bryan’s face did not speak disappoint- 
ment. 

With the door leading to the private 
office of Gov. Wilson wide open, the 
two foremost figures in the Democratic 
party engaged in a heart-to-heart talk 
for three hours and 20 minutes. They 
discusse@ cabinet appointments, party 
policies and platform pledges and many 
other subjects relating to the welfare 
of the Democratic party. Bryan was 
all smiles as he said good-by to Gov. 
Wilson at 3 o’clock after the two men 
had walked back to the statehouse folk 
lowing luncheon at the Hotel Sterling. 

*“‘We had a delightful conference,’”’ said 
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the President-elect as he stepped from 
his: private office, “but we came to no 
conclusions. We talked about the pol- 
icies of the party, the various planks 
in the platform, and we, of course, 
talked about the various cabinet places.” 

“Did you discuss names suggested by 
Mr. Bryan?” he was asked. 

“I do not know whether they were 
suggested by Mr. Bryan or myself,” 
plied Wilson. 

“Was Mr. Bryan's name considered in 
connection with a cabinet portfolio?” 

“It was not,”’ said Wilson with much 
positiveness. 

Before another query could be 
to him he added: 

‘You gentlemén must learn sooner or 
later that you must take me at ny 
word, I have told you repeatedly that 
I have reached no decisions, and I ob- 
ject very much to questions which put 
my word in doubt. Another thing I 
have learned and that is that apparent- 
ly one of the things which I will have 
tc overcome will be to succeed despite 
the.men who write the headlines in the 
newspapers. They try to make every- 
thing I say sensational, and it is seldom 
that the headlines correspond with the

Asked if he would have another con- 
ference with Bryan, Gov. Wlison seid: 

“We have made no arrangements as 
to that.”

Herman Bergfeld’s Head Is 
Crushed Before Driver Knows 
of Accident. 











BOTH LEGS ARE BROKEN 





Woman and Man See Object on 
Spokes, Latter Recognizes It

Herman Bergfeld, the 7-year-old son 
of John Bergfeld of 448 Tholozan av- 
enue, met death in an unusual man- 
ner yesterday afternoon. His body was 
whirled about the wheel of a heavy 
wagon, his head alternately hitting the 
spokes and the bed of the wagon, for a 
distance of several hundred feet before 
the driver knew of it. 

Mrs. Lizzie Beeler of 3547 South Spring 
avenue, crossing a lot at Spring and 
Gravois avenues, saw an object revoly- 
ing about with the right hind wheel of 
a west-bound wagon.

Sanker, driving a buggy east in 
Gravois avenue, saw the boy’s body and 
called to the driver, Otto Wotschke, of 
4100 Gravois avenue. The latter stopped 
his horses and when the wheels ceased 
to revolve the body fell from its posi- 
tion to the ground. 

Father Misses the Boy. 

Wotschke and Sanker picked up the 
body, which was lifeless, and carried it 
in Sanker’s buggy to the office of Dr. 
A. W. Stein, 3508 South Grand avenue, 
where the lad was pronounced dead. 

A crowd of schoolboys had gathered 
about the wagon when the body was 
being lifted into the buggy and news of 
the accident soon spread through the 
neighborhood. John Bergfeld missed his 
son and ran to the scene of the acci- 
dent. When told the boy had been taken 
to a doctor’s office he hurried there, 
but before he reached the place ths 
body had been forwarded to the morgue. 
Bergfeld then asked Theodore Edler of 
3583 Bartmer avenue, a friend, to go to 
the morgue and claim the body.

A country- 
wide search of more than a year failed 
to afford any clew as to the boy's 
fate.

AND TAKES LEAD 


South Siders Play — Brilliant 
Game, but Are Extended to 
Win, 19—417. 


The McKinley High Basket ball team 
assumed the leadership in the High 
School basket ball league Saturday night 
by defeating the Yeatman High quintet 
in one of the keenest struggles ever 
staged at Louisiana Hall. The final 
score was 19 to 17. 

The contest was witnessed by one of 
the largest gatherings that ever as- 
sembled in the hall and every play of 
consequence was greeted with deafening 
rooting—cowbelis and tin horns being 
the means with which the ‘admirers 
“voiced”’ their appreciation.

“Belling an automobile to a Chinese, 
however, is not so easy a matter as 
this might lead you to suppose. The 
Chinese will not be hurried. When you 
have picked the customer for your car, 
you must call on him two or three times 
before you close the deal. You must 
spend hours with him, and sometimes 
days. You will discuss politics, prog- 
ress, business, clothes, family—every- 
thing except the automobile. You will! 
Grink his tea and scruplously exchange 
all the courtesies eth him. 

“If you attempt te rush matters, he 
will think you are trying to perpetrate 
some sort of swindle, otherwise you 
would not be in such a hurry to get 
away. When at last you finally get 
around to the sale of the automobile, it 
will be a comparatively easy matter, 
for your customer will have been silent- 
ly making up his mind. Once his mind 
is made up, nothing can shake it. He 
puts his faith in the ‘chop’—that is, the 
trademark. In the case of the auto- 
mobile, it ig the nameplate on the rad- 
lator. | 

“This is true of every manufactured 
article. Once his faith has been estab- 
lished in that article, the nameplate 
is the symbol of all its excellences. 

“Your mandarin purchaser is a loyal 
advertiser for you. It will not be a week 
before all his friends know all about his 
car. They will ask for a car with the 
Same ‘chop’ as that on their friend’s, 
and cannot be pursuaded to look at any 
other. If the mandarin has bought a 
medium-priced car, and someone should 
come along and offer him the highest- 
priced car made, he cannot make a 
step of progress, because his car does 
not show the preferred ‘chop.’ 

“In Shanghai, a city of about a mil- 
lion population, there are today, I 
should say, about 800 automobiles. A 
survey of these automobiles shows that 
the Chinese prefer a medium-priced car, 
wheel-base from 114 to 118 inches. They 
want a large, room body--the roomieér, 
the better, because they will fill the car 





with as many passengers asa it can hold. 
They have.a marked preference for 
golden brown finish.” 


FARMERS BOOST FOR 
BETTER HIGHWAYS 


The movement for Federal participa- 
tion in highways construction is not 
confined to motorists, but is also being 
agitated by the farmers, 

On this point the recent convention 
of the National Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, the oldest and most in- 
fluential of the farmers’ organizations, 
teok a decidedly favorable stand. Hon. 
Oliyer Wilson, Master of the National 
Grange, in his annual address stated: 

“The public highway is a matter of 
general concern, The old idea that 
the country road should be constructed 
ond maintained by the farmer has dis- 
appeared. It is now recognized that 
g00d roads are of ag much importance 
to the consumer as to the producer, as 
anything that lessens the cost of trans- 
portation fs a benefit to the consumer. 

“The Grarge stands for and advocates 
Federal aid for road improvement. 
There can be no good reason given why 
the Government should not appropriate 
money for the maintaining and the im- 
proving of the public highway, the 
same as for opr public water works. 
Seventy-five per cent of the product 
o? our country must pass over the 
public highway before it can be trans- 
ported over our railway or water sys- 
tems. While the Government hag 
spent millions of dollars for highway 
improvement in our foreign possessions, 
it has never appropriated one dollar to 
be used on the highway in continental 
United States. 

“The Grange membership is unani- 
mously in favor of Congress making 
Suitable appropriations for highway 
construction and maintenance. This 
Rppropriation should be expended by a 
National Highway Commission or 
board, working in conjunction with 
similar commissions from the states.” 

In addition to indorsements from 
these sources, the A. A. A. fs receiving 
assurances of most enthusiastic co. 
cperation from the principal commercial 
organizations of the United States and 
naturally from good roads organ iza-~- 
tions.

FAIL 10 AGREE 


General Manager Haynes Ex- 
plains to Employes Cases of 
: Men Dismissed. 


UNION APPEALS TO MAYORS 


Offficials of Towns Line Passes 
Through to Be Asked-to Pe- 
tition for Reinstatement.

lL. C. Haynes, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the East St. Louls & 
Suburban Railway Co.; T. W. McMor- 
row, National Organizer of the Railway 


Men’s Union, and six members of the 
Hast St. Louis Railway Employes’ 
Union, met last night in Mayor Lam- 
bert’s office and tried in vain to ad- 
just the differences between the com- 
pany and the union growing out ef the 
recent dismissal of three motormen., 

At the expiration.of the conference 
McMorrow stated that the situation so 
far as the union is concerned, will be 
left entirely in the handa ef the com- 
mittee of six. The Mayors of the various 
towns and villages through which the 
branches ef the company pass will be 
consulted by the union committee to- 
day and will be asked to petition the 
company to submit the question to arbi- 
tration. This thé. company, 
Vice-President Haynes, has said it will 
refuse to do. It insists it should have 
the undisputed right to discipline its 
employes. 

Haynes Sends Out Letters. 

After last night’s conference in the 
Mayor's office Haynes sent copies of a 
letter to all the motormen and conduc- 
torg in the employ of the company ex- 
plaining why R. R. Aldridge, J. EB. Fill 
and John Kerasek, the three motormen, 
were @ismissed from the service, and 
what the company had agreed to do for 
the men. 

Aldridge In the 10 years he served the 
company as motorman had & accidents, 
two of which were fatalities, the letter 
states, and had caused the company to 
pay out more than $1000 in claims. Ke- 
rasek had 45 accidents, one of which was 
a fatality; and Fill, during the three 
months he had served, had not proved 
himself sufficiently competent to hold 
the job. The company was willing, the 
letter states, to employ Aldridge as a 
special agent and give Fill and Kerasek 
positions as vacancies arise. the 
union refused to listen te. The letter 
concludes with the following: 

‘We trust that no ill-advised or hasty 
action will be taken that may tend to 
disrupt the existing relations between

Union’s Contention. 
The union men contend that Aldridge

General. 

After the war he went te Mexico and 
became aid-de-camp to the Emperor 
Maximilian, but went back to Germany 
and joined the Prussian’ army on’ the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian War 
in 1870. He was killed at the battle of 
Gravelpatte.

ROME), Deo. 13.—The recent inter 


national Archaeological Congress 


here revived publio interest in the 
excavations known to archaeologists 
as “Grecian Italy” so called froin the 
traces of Greek settlements when 
Greece wag still the foremost colonis- 
ing nation of the earth and had not 
come under the domination of Rome, 

Of all the traces of Greek civiliza- 
tion in this part of Italy nothing 
equals in interest the ruins of the 
city of Pesto, about 30 miles south of 
Naples. The outside world knows 
little of Pesto, because it is out of 
the beaten.track of the tourist and 
nét easily accessible like Pompeii or 
other buried cities on direct line of 
railway. But. those who take the 
trouble t6 make a special visit will 
be astonished to find some of the 
most perfectly preserved remains of 
an ancient city that have yet been 
brought to light. 

City Outlined, 

As the work progresses the whole 
city in its original plan is gradually 
outlined—the temples, 
baths, fountains, squares, public 
buildings, private houseg and shops 
erected by the hand of man 2500 
years ago. A -main street runs 
through the city from the northern 
gate, skirting several magnificent 
temples, and continuing through the 
southern gate as a high road to other 
Grecian cities or settlements on the 
Mediterranean coast. The roadway 
is paved with massive blocks of gran- 
ite, some of them 10 feet square, 
welded together with concrete. 

About midway in the city rises a 
temple of pure design, forming a 
spectacle unique of its kind. The 
massive Corinthian columns are sur- 
mounted by a frieze the greater part 
of which remains intact. The roof-

ed points.of heathen mythology. 

Continuing his research on his own line 
of action, the professor struck the oth- 
er main street crossing, the first men- 
tioned, at right angles, and gradually 
a whole vista of columns are rising to 
view in a line running from east to west, 
broken by what seems to have been a 
forum near the center of the city. Be- 
hind the forum are sumptuous marble 
edifices, side by side, ef varied archi- 
tecture. 

In one of these a flight of steps leads 
into a vestibule flanked with statues 
and with mosaics and in the center a 
marble fountain of exquisite beauty. The 
period of these buildings is fixed about 
the. sixth century before Christ when 
Athens was in full splendor. This flank 
is rather upsetting for the theory that 
Rome was the first settlement known in 
this part of Italy as a civilizing agency. 

The Pesto ruins also show that the 
city was in full splendor in later times 
when Rome was at the height of her 
power. 

This is attested by the numerous sta- 
tues, of Roman emperors up to the time 
of Constantine, which have been suc- 
cessively unearthed. 

When the excavations have been com- 
pleted—which, it ig hoped will be with- 
In the next five years, Pesto, it is as-- 
serted by the professor, will be the 
finest example of an ancient city re- 
stored through excavations which the 
modern world has seen.

Some of It Was Legitimate, but 
Enormous Amount Absolutely 
Worthless, Says U. S. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.-The Post- 
office Department today made a state- 
ment concerning the operations of the 
Sterling Debenture Corporation, whose 


offices tn New York were raided yes- 
terday, and half a dozen men arrested. 
It says: 

“This corporation, which has been 
doing business only since 1906, it is es- 
timated conservatively, has sold ap- 
proximately $33,000,000 of the stocks o- 
the various companies represented. Con- 
siderable of the stock sold by this cor- 
pofation was. of legitimate companies, 
but an enormous amount of the stock 
sold the public wag of fake concerns, 
whose stock was absolutely worthless. 
The investigations show the Sterling 
Debenture Co. retained from 50 to 65 
per cent of the money derived from the 
sale of the bogus stocks of such cor- 
porations as its commissions. The 
business of selling the stocks of legiti- 
mate companies was not nearly so 
profitable, the commissions only amount- 
ing to about 10 per cent. 

“During the last two years the ralde 
made on corporations selling stock 
through the mails of the United States 
has resulted in no less than 1200 indi- 
viduals having been caught in the net 
and indicted. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that approximately  $150,000,000 
has been filched from the American 
people by these alleged fraudulent op- 
erators. During this time many ‘arge 
institutions have been put under the 
ban, such ag the United Wireless, 
American Redemption Co. and the 
American Telegraph and Typewriter Co. 

“The operations of these concerns, al- 
though large, are not to be compared 
with the Sterling Debenture Co.” 


1,100,000 EGGS SOLD IN 
DAY BY FOOD LEAGUE 


Retail Price in Chicago Has 
Been Broken to 24 Cents to 
Meet League’s Charge. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—One million one 
hundred thousand eggs were sold today 
under the auspices of the Chicago Clean 
Food League in the campaign to break 
the egg market. 

This js 400,000 more than were sold 
yesterday and concludes the handling 
of eggs in the present campaign to bring 
the price down. The managers of the 
sale claim victory and point to the fact 
that dealers throughout the city have 
offered for sale guaranteed eggs at the 
league’s price of 24 cents a dozen or 
less. 

A few egg selling stations will be 
maintained permanently in different 
parts of the city, it was announced to- 
night, as ‘“‘monitors’’ to see that the 
price of eggs is kept down. These, how- 
ever, will not undertake to supply esas 
in great quantities, as in the last two 
days.

Asked her reason for seeking release 
from jury service, Miss Smith replied biistly: 

“I do not believe in women’s suffrage. I[-don't 
believe women should vote. I don’t approve of 
their acting as jurors.” 

“EXxcused!’’. exclaimed Judge Aikman, thereby 
putting official approval upon one excuse from 
jury service which is new under the sun. But 
Mrs. Boston and Mrs. Selig, anti-suffragists, failed 
t avail themselves of the novel exemption. 

When the 12 matrons were seated in the jury 
box, some of them were seen to be wearing ex- 
pressions of disgust. It was learned that they 
objected to the presence of a line of cuspidors 
with which their unsanitary male predecessors 
had been wont to solace themselves during their 
judicial ruminations. The offensive utensils were 
banished. 

Then entered C. O. Boston, an FE! Dorado pho- 
torrapts,. who began arranging hia camera to 
teke a picture of the jury. There was a stir 
among the women, and two of them walked from 
the jury box. One of them was the photogra- 
pher’s wife and the other was Mrs. Selig. Dis-

A society woman who forsook her bridge table 
to get pointers on the etiquette of jury dress for 
women, sat in the court throughout the hearing, 
and summed up her conclusion as follows 

“I am impressed by the difference in styles 
which women seem to consider suitable for wear 
in the jury box. Some wore their hats all the 
time, and gioves, too; while others didn’t even 
wear a hat to the courthouse. Several wore 
blouses with short sleeves and low necks, and 
others donned a fresh shirtwaist every session. 

“I shall wear shirtwaists,”” she added, with the 
air of one settling this tremendous question for 
all time. 

But heroically putting thought of dress aside, 
the jurywomen became absorbed in the evidence 
placed before them, although it consisted mostly 
of expert and dry-as-dust testimony by real estate 
appraisers. When a point was not clear, it was 
frequent for one or more of the jurors to put ques- 
tions to the witnesses. 

“No jury ever showed a keener appreciation of 
its responsibilities,” remarked Judge Aikman. 

“The women followed the evidence with more 
interest than I have ever seen shown by a jury 


of men,” added J. F. Darby. for 12 years @ court

NTERESTING as a glimpse from iife are the 








photographic snapshots made by one Paris | 


correspondent at the races, tne prineipal 
cotcourses of fame and fashion in the French Re- 
public. j 

The Parisienne caught {tn action and in uncon- 
scious, unstudied poces conveys more reliable in- 
formation of the newest modes as they really are 
worn at the world’s center of fashioc. And every- 
body knoWs that the lines and the manner of 
wearing clothes are more important than the 
clothes themselves, and that her general ensemble 
bespeaks the woman of fashion rather than in- 
consequential details. 

For instance, the figure reproduced at the right 
would lead us to believe that small waists are 
not altogether taboo in Paris, although the fash- 
fon writers and artists do all in their power to 
persuade us that they are. Nor will it be seen 
that the qlose-fitting girdle is incompatible with 
the draped skirts and elaborate brocades of the 
moment. — 

Occasionally these photographs reveal detaile 
of styles which Parisienn+s alone are favored 
‘with, designe which never get to this country, 
being too exclusive, too rare to be featured large- 
ly by importers, For example, the quilted coat 
worn by the figure pictured on the right. Rich 
furs and jewels and the newest lines in gown and 
hat are apparent at a glance at her toilet.

Ducklings, even if they have been reared under 
a hen, take to the water at once and swim with 
out any practice. Cygnets have to be coaxed o 
pushed into the water by their parents, and seen 
anxious to get out of it, either on the bank or by 
climbing on the backs of the adults. — 

Newly hatched chicks take some hours to learn 
to walk, even if they are helped by the mother 
At first they shuffle along clumsily, using the 
wings as 

Little quadrupeds find it easy to walk as soon 
‘an their legs are strong enough to support them 
Young kangaroos, when they begin to come out 
of the pouch, use their front paws a great deal in 
walking, and only gradually acquire the hopping 
gait of the adult. Most monkeys are really quad- 
rupeds in gait, and when they are running fast on 
the ground, gallop on all fours. Little monkeys

Young swallows are said to learn to fly without 
any teaching or persuasion, and it may be that 
these, which are, perhaps, the most completely

birds aré only on the. way to reach. In most 
cases, the mothers have to use persuasion or force 
and to protect the fledglings from hurting them- 
selves in their first efforts. 

Many of the active young birds are assisted by 
their parents either by food being brought to 
them or disgorged in front of them, and these, 
When they are left to themselves, will pick up 
food, but will die rather than ‘hunt for it. They 
learn only slowly that food may be edible even 
though it is not brought by the parent. 

The destructive habits of young animals are by 
no means especially marked in predaceous crea 
tures, but are simply a part of the experimental 
curiosity of youth, Young monkeys break all the 
toys that are given to them, tear their blankets, 
pick their bedding to pieces and scatter it about, 
spend almost inexhaustible patience in unravel- 
ing the wire of their cages, or in trying to open 
the doors or break the hinges, and, just like chil- 
dren, they can: be taught, up to a certain point,

Animals that have to escape or to catch 
their prey by swiftness and dexterity rush 
madly in circles,’or race each other until 
they have to lie down from exhaustion.

Young dogs and wolves run round 
round in circles, trying to head each other 
off. Most of the smaller cats are accustomed to 
take almost vertical jumps. 

The games of young creatures have a direct 
bearing on the catching of living prey. A kitten’s 
play with a reel, patting it, making it rol to a 
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of the mother with a real mour-, is a method 
of training tne eye and muscles for the important 
business of catching dinner. The mother of wild 
carnivores gives her kittens or cubs the tip of 
her tail as a toy, making it quiver to attract their 
attention, flicking it away from them and tempt- 
ing them to spring on it. 

Many of the games of young animals are pre- 
paratione for fighting. Kids, lar and calv-s 
butt and éngage in endless mimic combats. r 
stand up on their hind legs and fight with their 
fore legs.
